SPLIT COUNTY THREE WAYS 


ONE NEW JUDICIAL CIRCUIT 


Persistent Rumors that Efforts Will Be Made to Rush Bills 


Through Legislature and Let People Find Out 


What Has Been Handed to Them.

Insistent rumors have been floating about the city during 


the last week that the ring politicians in DeLand have prepared 
two bills for presentation to the legislature, now in session, 
when the time is right, which, if enacted into laws, will divide 
Volusia county into three parts and create another judicial 
circuit, in which New Smyrna will be located. 


The reports are that one bill as prepared will split Vo usia 


county three ways, making DeLand the county seat of Volnsia 
csoimty, Daytona the county seat of Halifax county and New 
Smyrna the' county seat of Turnbull county. It is said to be 
also provided that the first sets of officers for these three 
counties shall be named by the present Volusia county demo- 
cratic executive committee, the names for members ot which 
are said to have been presented for place on the primary bal- 
lot just before midnight of the last day for filing and after it 
had been determined that no other names had been ftled tor 
the county committee. The list is said to have been filed by 


eThe'other bill in which the people of this city are vitally in- 


terested is said to provide for the creation of a new judicia 
circuit to b'e made up of the two new counties of Halifax and 
Turnbull and Brevard county, and it is said Murray Sams is 
«lated for judge of this circuit and David Sholtz for state f 
attorney. The seventh circuit, it is said, will be composed o:

The people of the coast section of Volusia county have been

It may be tha 
the people today want the county divided-it might be wisdom to divide it 
under certain circumstances, but not under the political conditions as now 
planned by the Boss. 


The latest scheme of Fish is to have a bill introduced and rushed 


through the early days of the legislature, which this week convened at 
Tallahassee, creating three counties out of the present Volusia county the 
bill to carry a proviso that all officers of the three new counties shall be 
named on L 
recommendation of the present Democratic County Executive 


Committee. Of course, everyone knows what that means. Fish wiU name 
all the officers and regain all the power whicft he has toft m the test two 
or three general elections, and the three ipups of rings would not be gotten, 
outside of for the next 10 or 15 years. The people are now in power and 
should leave no stone unturned to preven* the latest political move. 


Understand the Daily News is not opposed to county division, b« it is 


opposed to county division by the politicians. 
If the people want county 


division and are allowed to determine their own salvation the Daily News 
for it, but the Daily News is opposed to the present "scheme" of the whilom 
political boss. 


Fish nominated the members of the present Democratic County Execu- 


tive Committee just a few moments before midnight of the last day for 
nominations preceding the last primary. The executive committee since 
the primary became operative have not amounted to much, but Fish was on 
the job the last time, evidently with the present scheme in view, and Ins 
opponents let this item slip. 


If the coast section of Volusia county wants this division now and wants 


it badly enough to taKe Fish's domination with it, then the people of the 
toast want it more than they will want it after they get it. 


Tha politicians-the professional class-are fast being regaled to tae 


scrap heap and the peope have finally determined that clean politic* will 
hereafter prevail in Volusia county. At this time the people should leave 
no stone unturned to thwart the schemes of the bosses.

The petition is to be presented to 


the members of the state legislator* 
from Volusia county, praying that 
they use their influence to have the 
state legislature pass a memorial t» 
the federal congress to have these 
waters set aside as a federal govern- 
ment fish reservation, and that federal 
government laws covering such reser- 
vations be applied to this territory.

SPLIT COUNTY THREE WAYS 


ONE NEW JUDICIAL CIRCUIT 


Persistent Rumors that Efforts Will Be Made to Rush Bills 


Through Legislature and Let People Find Out 


What Has Been Handed to Them. 


JUSTICES OF PEACE 


FORM ASSOCIATION 


Pees ft>r the justices of peace in 


Florida are not satisfactory, and the 
formation ot the Volusia County Jus- 
tices Association last Friday evening 
in the office of Justice Charles Beers 
in Daytoaa has for its special object 
at this time the formation of a bill 
that will cet forth the special needs 
of the man in that office, to the stata 
legislature next month. The organi- 
zation was completed with selection 
of Mr. Beers 
far president. J. T. 


Brooke of New Smyrna for vice presi- 
dent, and Rhey L. Selden of Daytona 
Beach for secretary and treasurer. 


A communication from Judge A. R. 


Leslie, the chairman of the legislatne 
committee of the Florida County 
Judges association, stated that their 
organization was working on a law 1'or 
the increase of feeb in their office and 
they would be be glad to co-operate 
svuh the justices in any work whkh 
they might undertake 
It was decided 


by (he organization to work for Cie 


Insistent rumors have been floating about the city during 


the last week that the ring politicians in DeLand have prepared 
two bills for presentation to the legislature, now in session, 
when the time is right, which, if enacted into laws, will divide 
Volusia county into three parts and create another judicial 
circuit, in which New Smyrna will be located. 


The reports are that one bill as prepared will split Volusia 


county three ways, making DeLand the county seat of Volnsia 
csoimty, Daytona the county seat of Halifax county and New 
Smyrna the county seat of Ttirnbull county. It is said to be 
also provided that the first sets of officers for these three 
counties shall be named by the present Volusia county demo- 
cratic executive committee, the names for members of which 
are said to have been presented for place on the primary bal- 
lot just before midnight of the last day for filing and after it 
had been determined that no other names had been filed for 
the county committee. The list is said to have been filed by 
Bert Fish. 


The other bill in which the people of this city are vitally in- 


terested is said to provide for the creation of a new judicial 
circuit to b'e made up of the two new counties of Halifax and 
Turnbull and Brevard county, and it is said Murray Sams is 
slated for judge of this circuit and David Sholtz for state's 
attorney. 
The seventh circuit, it is said, "will be composed of 


Serninoie county and the west part of Volusia county, and 
Attorney Dickinson of Sanford is to be judge of this circuit 
and George A. DeCottes of Sanford is to be state's attorney. 


The rumors say the plan is to have these two measures 


rushed through the legislature much in the same way the 
measures abolishing the criminal court in Volusia county and 
the town of Hawks Park were rushed through the last session 
of the legislature, and let the people, the ones who are vitally 
interested in these matters, find out about them afterward. 


The people of the coast section of Volusia county have been 


in favor of and have fought for county division, but when this 
county is divided they want to have something to say about 
how it shall be divided and who the officers shall be. They 
don't want division handed to them by the ring politicians, along 
with a set of officers selected by those politicians. 


The following from Tuesday's issue of the Daytona Daily 


News aptly expresses the sentiments of the coast taxpayers: 


Let the People Watch the Politicians 


Unless the people want Volusia County split into three counties, with all 


officers named liy Boss Bert Fish, they must move and move quickly. 


There have been times in the past when the people of the coast section 


wanted Volusia county divided—that was to the days when the politicians 
and not the people controlled the affairs of Volasia county. It may be that 
the people today want the county divided—it might be wisdom to divide it 
under certain circumstances, but not under the political conditions as now 
planned by the Boss. 


The latest scheme ol Pish is to have a bill introduced and rushed 


through the early days of the legislature, which this week convened at 
Tallahassee, creating three counties out of the present Volusia county, the 
bill to carry a proviso that all officers of the three new counties shall be 
named on the recommendation of the present Democratic County Executive 
Committee. Of course, everyone knows what that means. Pish will name 
all the officers and regain all the power which- he has lost in the test two 
or three general elections, and the three g_roups of rings would not be gotten 
outside of for the next 10 or 15 years. The people are now in power and 
should leave no stone unturned to preven* the latest political move. 


Understand, the Daily News is not opposed to county division, but it is 


opposed to county division by the politicians. 
If the people want county 


division and are allowed to determine their own salvation the Daily Nows 
for it, but the Daily News is opposed to the present "scheme" of the wlulcm 
political boss. 


Pish nominated the members of the present Democratic County Execu- 


tive Committee just a few moments before midnight of the last day for 
nominations preceding the last primary. The executive committee since 
the primary became operative have not amounted to much, but Fish was on 
the job the last time, evidently with the present scheme in view, and his 
opponents let this item slip. 


If the coast section of Volusia county wants this division now and wants 


it badly enough to talte Fish's domination with it, then the people of the 
oast want it mora than they will want it after they get it. 


Tha politicians—the professional class—are fast being regaled to the 


scrap heap and the peope hav« finally determined that clean politic* will 
hereafter prevail in Volusia county. At this time the people should leave 
no stone unturned to thwart the schemes of the bosses.

That the gang of confidence men 


which is said to have been operating 
in Daytona Beach this winter up to 
the time the house they were occupy- 
ing was recently shot up by a. mob 
of masked men, succeeded m pulling At 
least one" big haul before being driven 
out of the community, is shown, by en 
article appearing in a recent iseue of 
the Toledo, Ohio, Blade. 


As a result ot the exposure, it is 


said the head of the Toledo detective 
bureau has been in Daytona for sev- 
eral days gathering evidence, which 
may result in sensational disclosures 
whea his investigations are completed. 


The story of the swindle, as told 


in the Tsledo paper, is as follows: 


Story of Swindle 


Mrs. A. G. Krebs, wealthy widow of 


Tamaqua, Pa., told detectives here 
Friday she had been swindled out of 
?12,100 by confidence men whose con- 
vincing promises lured her from Flor- 
ida to Toledo. 


The bwindlers successfully raborted 


to the old trick of "getting inside tips 
on the stock market." 
The widow 


entrusted her currency to the ring- 
leader of the gang in the Waldorf ljo- 
tel March I, and when she returned 
three hours later he had fled.

WANT FISHING HERE 


PROTECTED BT LAW 


LEGISLATURE TO BE ASKED TO 


REQUEST CONGRESS TO MAKS 


RESERVATION 
OF RIVER AND 


LAGOON. 


That the North Indian river, tram. 


the Inlet to the south end of Mosquito 
lagoon anal! be declared a federal fish 
reservation with permission to catch 
fisJi In these waters In any other w«r 
than with hook and line or gill nets 
positively forbidden, is the wish of a 
large number of the residents of this 
section, es shown by the many signa- 
tures to a petition circulated during 
the last week. 


The petition is to be presented to 


the members of the state legislature 
from Volusia county, praying that 
they use their influence to have the 
state legislature pass a memorial t» 
the federal cosgress to have these 
waters set aside as a federal govern- 
ment fish reservation, and that federal 
government laws, covering such reser- 
vations be applied to this territory. 


It is a fact that fishing with hook 


and line in this part of the North 
Indian river is not as good as it ussd 
:o be, and fishermen claim it is be- 
cause the use of seines in the river 
and the lagoon has removed so ma^iy 
of the fish, particularly at the time 
of the year when they should be pro- 
tected and left to spawn and permit 
the young fish to grow. 


A lev; years ago a law was passed 


hrough the state legislature forbid- 
ding the use of seines in this part of 
the Indian river, the restricted terri- 
tory being to the south line of Volusia 
county, which runs through the lagoon. 
This did not prohibit the fishermen 
from seining in Brevard county, aad 
if they came over the line into Volusia 
county they set up the etaim they 
could not tell where the line was out 
in the lagoon. 
The effect was not 


satisfactory, as it did not prohibit 
seining in the lagoon and gave to 
Brevard county fishermen privileges 
which Volusia county fishermen did 
not have., 


Fishing with hook and line is one ot 


the real attractions tor winter visit- 
ors to this vicinity, and the people ot 
this city and this sect'on of Volusia 
county are strongls hoping the meti- 
orlal to congress will be passed at 
this session of the legislature.
